4. Claims 40-93 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 40, 55 and 86-88 are indefinite due to the recitation of "a pulsed laser 
system" stated within the preamble of the claim and in the second line of each claim. 
This is indefinite, since the claims are viewed (or can be viewed) as having two pulsed 
laser systems.^Claims 41-54, 56-85 and 89-93 are rejected on The basis of depending 
on an indefinite base claim.
